- pelicy could be more easily altered by recnumending
charges tc¢ the SAR and FPR committees. Te¢ my knowl-
edge, we did not reccmmend any changes from the
present policy.

While 1 agree that there may ke merit to the
views you have rresented, Seymour Efros, our Associate
Ceneral Counsel, has informed re thet we are not
inclined to initiate acticn to change our tidé cor-
rection policy at this time. BRe alsc indicated a
willinrgness to reet with you to discuss this matter
if you shculd desire to pursue it further or have
any srecific sugcesticns you would like to present.
